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( The blank which was used last spring to gather the statistics on debating 
for Intercollegiate Debates carried a set of questions whose answers should 
be of some interest to members of Pi Kappa Delta. 

Among other things it was found that a majority of the institutions report- 
ing did not have a special teacher for debate or public speaking. The de- 
partments of the coaches of debate ran as follows: English, 26; Public 
Speaking, 29; History, 9; Economics, 7; Sociology, 4; Debate and Parlia- 
mentary Law, 4;not given, 4; Ancient Languages, 3; Law, 3; Politics, 1; 
Public Discussion, 1; Extension, 1; no coach, 2; English and Public Speak- 
ing, 8; History and English, 1, and History and Public Speaking, 1. 

Credit for Debates—Fifty-two institutions do not give credit for debates. 
Eight institutions give one hour of credit; thirty-four give two hours credit; 
nine give three hours, and two give four hours, making a total of fifty-three 
which give college hours for debate. Eighty-one institutions reported courses 
in argument and debate in which a student might obtain from one to six 
hours’ credit in a college year. One college was found requiring a one-hour 
course in debate each term for three years# Several institutions having 
courses in argument and debates gave extra credit for debates. Some of 
them made the debate the examination in the course, showing that the squad 
was put into a class and given a course in argumentation. 

Honors to Debaters—Questions were asked which were calculated to find 
out what sort of honors were given by the various institutions to the men 
who represented them in debate. The answers make an interesting compila- 
tion:

One institution gives its medal only to winners in debate. It is significant 
that a large number of the debating institutions report chapters of an hon- 
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orary forensic society. Several of the institutions reporting such societies 
did not give letters or medals or other insignia to debaters. Whether or not 
the honor society is making a college recognition unnecessary in these in- 
stitutions it would be difficult to ascertain. It is to be hoped that this is not 
the case. It is undoubtedly true, however, that the key is taking the place 
of a medal. A key does not stand in the way of a college letter, an inex- 
pensive, appropriate and effective way of honoring men who represent their 
institution. Pi Kappa Delta has in some chapters used its influence to get 
college letters for orators and debaters—a letter of course different and 
easily distinguishable from athletic letters. 

The names of the institutions giving letters illustrate well the fact that 
this method of honoring debaters is used by well-known and by unknown 
colleges and universities—by large ones and by small ones. The names fol-

UNIVERSITY OF REDLANDS 


The year 1916-17 was the biggest and most successful in the history of 
forensics in the University of Redlands, and also the best that the Red- 
lands Chapter of Pi Kappa Delta has yet enjoyed. Under the able manage 
ment of Fred D. Fagg, Jr., who was a member of last year’s eastern debat- 
ing team, forensics occupied a leading place as a student activity. 

The intercollegiate season opened March 1, when Louis Rigglesberger, 
Vernon Green, Raymond Untereiner and Fred D. Fagg won, by unanimous 
decisions, on both sides of the question of “Compulsory Arbitration of In- 
dustrial Disputes” from the U. S. C. Law School. 

On March 2, Arthur Jacobsen and Fred Fagg scored a unanimous victory 
over Whittier College on the negative of Mexican Intervention, while Fayette 
Myers and George Hedstrom, on the affirmative of the same question, lost 
to the same institution by a two-to-one decision. 

Our annual inter-state debate was held on March 24. This year the Uni- 
versity of New Mexico won by two to one over Myers and Hedstrom on the 
negative of the Mexican question. It was an exceptionally strong contest. 
The New Mexico men displayed superior knowledge of the problem, and did 
most excellent work. We congratulate them on their victory. 

In the women’s debates Redlands again came out ahead. In the simul- 
taneous contest with Pomona College on Gubernatorial Appointment of Ex- 
ecutive Officers, Frances Willis and Eleanor Ahlstrom won unanimously on 
the affirmative, while Evelyn Brown and Ruth Johnson were defeated two 
to one on the negative. 

The championship of the Freshmen Triangular contest was also won by 
Redlands. On May 9 Curtis Sawyer and Raymond Untereiner unanimously 
defeated our old rival, Pomona College, on the affirmative of “Government 
Ownership of Telegraph and Telephone Lines.” On the 10th, Louis Riggles- 
berger and Vernon Green won from the University of Southern California 
on the negative of the same question. 

A simultaneous debate was scheduled with the Southwestern School of 
Law of Los Angeles. Leo Sievert, George Hedstrom, Fred Fagg and A. D. 
Jacobsen were selected to represent Redlands. However, at the last moment 
the lawyers canceled the contest as their debaters were called away on 
military duty. 

With an oration entitled “The Essential Thing,” Harold Geistweit took sec- 
ond place for Redlands in the Intercollegiate Oratorical Contest. Reymond 
Untereiner was to have represented us in the Peace Contest, but this was 
canceled on account of the war. 

Redlands congratulates herself in the interest taken in this year’s forensic 
work. We believe that considering the strength of our opponents, six vic- 
tories in nine contests, with twenty out of twenty-seven possible decisions 
in our favor, is not a bad record. Next year we expect to do even better. 
Forensic work will go on in spite of the war. The University of Redlands is 
going to send another team east next spring in time for the National Con- 
vention. Just now we are looking for some good debating colleges in the 
middle states to meet. Any institution that would like to schedule a con- 
test with us is invited to correspond with George Hedstrom, next year’s man- 
ager, or with Prof. E. R. Nichols. 

For Pi Kappa Delta the year has been filled with sadness as well as with 
joy. On August 29, 1916, Earl Albert Dibble, member of the class of 1917, 
and a charter member of our chapter, died at his home in San Diego. Dibble 
was an orator of rare’ type, a man of high ideals and great promise. Well

row that we realize that he is gone. 

During the year our chapter has held more meetings than ever before. On 
the 23rd of March we held a reception in honor of the University of New 
Mexico debate team. We held our usual initiations and formally installed 
the new chapter officers at our annual banquet held at the Wissahickon Inn 
on June 8. Our President for next year is Miss Ruth Johnson, perhaps the 
first woman in the whole organization to hold such an office. Donald Mitchell 
is Vice President; Vernon Green, Secretary-Treasurer, and Louis Riggles- 
berger, Correspondent. 

Our chapter now includes thirty-two members of whom seventeen are at 
present active. Of these four are of the degree of Special Distinction and 
two of Honor. Jacobsen, a Senior, and Fagg, a Sophomore, won the Sp. D. 
degree this year. Our chapter loses by graduation three members: Rhoda 
Benson, who goes to the University of California for graduate work; Harold 
Geistweit, who is to be assistant pastor in the Third Baptist Church of St. 
Louis, and A. D. Jacobsen, who has been awarded a scholarship in the Har- 
vard Graduate School for next year. Just before the close of college Fred 
Fagg was called to his home at San Diego to assist his father in Army Y. M. 
C, A. work, but we hope he will be back with us next year. 

Last fall Samuel Knight, a charter member of the degree of Honor, was 
elected Assemblyman to the California Legislature by a large majority. He 
most creditably served his district and state as a legislator this spring. Dur- 
ing the year another charter member, William Lockwood, was elected to Phi 
Beta Kappa at Leland Stanford Junior University. Other members are scat- 
tered throughout the country representing Pi Kappa Delta in most honorable 
ways. 

We trust that next year will be a bigger forensic year than ever before 
despite the war. Of course some of our men may be called to the front for 
service for their country and for the world. If so, we know that Pi Kappa 
Delta men will give the highest and most honorable service, and our prayers 
for their safe keeping go with them. Those of us who remain, however, 
should not neglect the development of the “art of persuation, beautiful and 
just,” while we are in college. We hope to have several delegates present 
at a larger and better National Convention next spring.

COLORADO AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE 


Ft. Collins, Colo., May 10th, 1917. 
Editor Forensic: 


Dear Sir—I am going to get you a letter from the annual number before 
your drag it out of us. 

P. K. D. has been bigger, better, stronger and more up and doing than ever 
here. We have a larger membership and more interest than ever. 

First about our debates: We have had two triangulars, one for the boys 
with Wyoming University and Denver University. The other for the girls 
with Wyoming and the State Teachers’ College at Greeley. We broke even 
in each. After the boys’ debate we took in two new members, and after 
the girls’ debate three. We have done a lot this year to work up interest. 
We used to have about thirty at a debate. This year we got out an extra 
of the college paper. We ran cuts of the debaters and had a lot of debate 
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news. We had the president of the college announce the new debaters as 
pledges to P. K. D. just before the debate and publicly pin the colors on them 
at chapel. The cheer leader led in some yells. We opened the debate to 
the public free. We never got much at the door anyway. We kept the 
news going in the town papers and sent out letters about the debate to all 
the clubs in town the week before the debate. We were all agreeably sur- 
prised at the attendance. Then we lost the debate. However, the audience 
was almost unanimous in the opinion that we deserved to win, and the re- 
sentment at the decision created more interest than if we had won. There 
is a bright side to every cloud. 

Last year we got out a special and urged that a student who had repre- 
sented this student body against another one on the platform deserved an 
insignia as much as the man who represented it on the athletic field. We 
won. This year the debate men are wearing fine gold watch fobs with the 
college letter and a statement of the debating record. It is presented 
by the student body. The student body even asked P. K. D. to get up the 
design. The fobs cost about $5.50. Also, according to the new constitution 
each student is assessed 30 cents at the beginning of the year for debating 
This insures us about two hundred dollars. This is the first time we have 
ever had any financial support. This year the English department has han- 
dled the sale of its own text books and financed the debate in that way. In 
addition P. K. D. is to have charge of all debate matters in connection with 
the student body and to nominate the debate manager. No other nominees 
can be received unless P. K. D. fails to make nominees. You see that by a 
good education campaign we have put debating on a more secure foundation 
here. Our motto has been to educate the student body up to the right point. 

We have tried something else new. We have engaged in a girls’ debate. 
It was a success. The girls did not display much interest in the beginning 
and we only had a few in the try-outs. However, we have opened the way 
There is more interest now, and we shall have better success another year 
We are glad that P. K. D. admits girls to membership. 

The fraternity is to be congratulated on its new chapters. We hope to see 
others. Of course, as you say in your last Forensic, we don’t know what 
the war will do to us. We hope not much.

FAIRMOUNT COLLEGE 


Wichita, Kansas, June 1, 1917. 


Brothers in Pi Kappa Delta: Since the Fairmount chapter was organized 
over a year ago, our college has been piling up a record of forensic victories 

This is written, not in a spirit of boastfulness, but because we believe that 
our success is due largely to the fighting spirit which Pi Kappa Delta in- 
jects into her members, and such being the case it is only fair that all Pi 
Kappa Delta should share in our success. 

In the fifteen months of our organization as a chapter of Pi Kappa Delta 
Fairmount has participated in twelve debates, has won eleven of these, nine 
by unanimous decision, losing the twelfth by only one judge. Furthermore, 
Pi Kappa Delta has produced for us six state winning orators, of whom tw« 
went to the Interstate Contests, one to the National, while two more are 
awaiting their turn to go to their interstate conventions. 

This year’s winning streak was started by the girls’ team, Misses Hershey 
Davis and Hurd, who went to Emporia late in February, and gave the girls 
there their first defeat in six years on the subject of the “Minimum Wage.” 
Next, on March 13th, Paul Brees captured the State Peace Contest, held in 
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Wichita. He was an easy winner, taking three firsts, and is now awaiting 
the Interstate Contest. Ten days later Brees and LeCocq and Bloomenshine 
and Summers won two unanimous decisions from Bethel and McPherson, 
respectively, on the question of a “World Peace Federation.” The follow- 
ing week, on March 30th, Marion Louis LeCocq won the prohibition contest 
at Cooper College of Sterling, Kans. This was another clear decision, as 
his ranking on delivery and on thought and composition average twice as 
high as his next nearest competitor. He will contend for Interstate honors 
on the 8th of June. The same evening Misses Hershey, McFall and Davis 
lost to Stillwater State Agricultural College, Oklahoma, on the “Minimum 
Wage” question, by a two-to-one decision. However, Fairmount came back 
on the 8rd of April, through Bloomenshine and Summers, who won a unanim- 
ous decision from Friends University of Wichita, on the ‘‘Peace Question.” 
Ten days later Breese and LeCocq arrived at Sterling to contest with Cooper 
for the Kansas Pentangular debate championship. A battle royal followed 
from the time Breese opened the argument until he closed it. Although 
Fairmount met the strongest team encountered in years she managed to 
bring home a unanimous decision. Myrtis Downing continued the good work 
by winning the women’s state oratorical contest, thus giving Fairmount her 
fourth consecutive victory in this contest. Misses Hurd, Hershey, Davis 
and McFall closed the season by winning two unanimous decisions on the 
2nd of May, in a dual debate with Emporia on the Monroe Doctrine. These, 
together with the four debates and three state oratorical contests won last 
spring, constitute the forensic record of Pi Kappa Delta in Fairmount. 

In order to celebrate its success, the fraternity held its annual banquet on 
the evening of May the 25th at the Innes Tea Room. The toasts which fol- 
lowed the four-course dinner brought out the intense love, loyalty and appre- 
ciation in which the members hold their fraternity. Prof. George A. Jeffery 
thanked the chapter for their co-operation, in making his work as coach a 
success, which, he stated, was due largely to the faithful work and fighting 
spirit of the fraternity. The feature of the evening came when Marion Con- 
row (P. K. D.), representing the Alpha Tau Sigma Girl's Literary Society, 
presented the president, Marion Louis LeCocq, with a Pi Kappa Delta key, 
as a remembrance for his service in directing the opera “Mikado,” given at 
the Crawford Theater, under the auspices of the society. President LeCocq 
had been saving up for a key for some time, but by his own confession had 
transferred his intentions to a Ford, so that the key came as a most pleasant 
surprise. While plans were being made for next year Mr. LeCocq, who was 
recently elected president of the Fairmount Oratorical Association, proposed 
that the work of this body be turned over to Pi Kappa Delta, and that the 
Association be dissolved. The fraternity also elected a reporter for the 
college weekly and city dailies, and made plans for the institution of regu- 
lar semi-monthly literary programs to be held in connection with the busi- 
ness meetings during the coming year. After the social hour the fraternity 
adjourned for the summer, each member resolved to return next year and 
help build up Pi Kappa Delta so that her membership shall more and more 
become the most honored and sought after privilege in Fairmount life.

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SOUTHWESTERN LETTER 


In spite of the fact that war has made an invasion on our student body, 
Southwestern’s forensic prospects are bright for next year. The training 
camp has taken two of our best men, Hantla, state president of Pi Kappa 
Delta, and Seally, one of our foremost debaters. But five of the eight mem- 
bers of the debate squad will be back next year. They are Bollinger, Rose- 
crans, Berges, McShane and Snider. Two of our four orators are in training 
camp, but the remaining ones will be in school next year. 

Our forensic record for the past season is one of which we are proud. Five 

schools, Southwestern, Oklahoma A. and M., Phillips University, Oklahoma 
Baptist University, and Henry Kendall College compose a pentangular. The 
debates were held in two triangulars, one on Tuesday evening and the other 
on Friday of the same week. The question discussed was the principle of 
Compulsory Arbitration. When the steam had cleared from the pot of boil- 
ing forensic broth it was found that Southwestern had secured eight of the 
twelve decisions, thus winning the undisputed championship of the pentangu- 
lar by taking three out of four debates. Hantla and Seally lost 2-1 on the 
negative Tuesday evening, and Hantla and Rosecrans won 2-1 on the nega- 
tive Friday evening. Bollinger and Berges won 3 on the Affirmative Tues- 
day evening, and Bollinger and McShane won 2-1 on the same side Friday 
evening. 

In oratory we won no state contests, but our representatives made an 
excellent showing. In old line oratory Whitt took third in the state contest 
and in prohibition Compton won third place. In the women’s contest Miss 
Olive Vaughan won sixth place. No women’s debates were held this year, 
but we expect to have two next year. 

Considering the tremulous times and the fact that war invades our school, 
the Southwestern Chapter of Pi Kappa Delta is progressing nicely. We 
have fifteen members, three of which are of special distinction. We sincerely 
hope that with the abundance of issues constantly coming before the public 
at this time that forensic work and Pi Kappa Delta will prosper this coming 
collegiate year.

Every chapter should be looking forward to the National Convention. It 
will be held somewhere in Kansas, April 4 to 6 being the approximate dates. 

Every chapter should plan to have a delegate or delegates there. The best 
way to get a delegate there is to follow the plan which the Redlands chap 
ter used two years ago (i. e.), schedule a debate with a Kansas College for 
one of the two evenings before the day the convention begins. The editor 
is sure that all of our Kansas chapters, and we have six of them, will be 
glad to give debates to teams from visiting chapters and to pay what they 
can toward the expenses of the visitors. If this plan is worked out we can 
have a fine convention in spite of the war. 

In the February Forensic the Editor suggested a schedule. With slight 
changes it is repeated here: 

Morningside at Southwestern. (Both M. E. institutions.) 

Iowa Wesleyan at Baker University or Kansas Wesleyan (M. E. colleges.) 
(Neither of these Kansas Colleges is in P. K. D., but both engage in out of 
state contests.) 

Illinois Wesleyan at Baker or Kansas Wesleyan. 

Redlands at Ottawa. (Both Baptist.) 

Colorado A. C. at K. S. A. C. (Both state schools.) 

Oklahoma A. & M. at Kansas State Normal, Fairmount or Southwestern. 

South Dakota Wesleyan at Washburn. 

Highland Park at Wm. Jewell (Mo.), Fairmount or College of Emporia. 

Ripon at Coe College (Ia.), and again at Emporia, Cooper, Bethany or some 
other Kansas College. 

Eureka at Park College (Mo.), Bethel or McPherson (Kansas). 

Redlands debated New Mexico University on the way to the convention 
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and then met Southwestern College after reaching Kansas two years ago. 
A stop may be made at New Mexico again this year. By having two de- 
bates a team may make more toward its own expenses. 

/ When the first proposed schedule was published in the February Forensic 
the Editor got a rise out of Prof. Charles Marsh of Morningside and Prof. 
C. O. Hardy of Ottawa. Both are in favor of the idea. Marsh suggested that 
all debates be held on the same question} Hardy suggested that five Kansas 
colleges, being together in a pentangular, could take on more debates if their 
question could be used. The five colleges in this pentangular are: Wash- 
burn, Baker, College of Emporia, Ottawa and K. S. A. C. 

There is a second pentangular in Kansas composed of Cooper, Friends, 
Fairmount, McPherson and Bethel. Southwestern College is associated with 
a pentangular which includes four Oklahoma institutions of which Oklahoma 
A. & M. is one. Kansas Wesleyan, Bethany, Midland and the Kansas Normal 
of Emporia are not in the leagues. . 
“ National Historian Krenmyre thinks we ought to have a championship de-+ 
bate at the National Convention between the two teams that make the best 
showing in the pre-Convention debates. a 

This idea would work swell if the two teams happened to have the oppo- 
site sides of the question chosen for all the debates. 

The way to make this idea succeed is TO GET BUSY. If the colleges out 
of the state of Kansas do not take the initiative, let the Kansas Colleges 
write to the suggested opponent and offer them a chance.

Girls’ debates 
will save our chapters if the war takes all our college men. If your institu- 
tion has not entered women in Forensics, make a beginning this year.
